This OldPortage road was construct- 


ed from material 
brought from Eng- 


land.

engineers 
to instruct

Americans 
in the running of the

the inclined planes of the road in the 
Allegheny mountains. 
The railroad's 


highest 
point was

Consisted 
of ten planes, 
five of which

It is note- 
worthy not ouly from the magnitude 
of the sums 
involved, and the promi- 


nence of the parties directly interest- 
ed, but also on account ot side issues 
surrounding it. Because 
ot its 
im- 


portance we deem itnot out, of place 
to give the 
following history, com- 


piled by oue who is iv a position to 
know the facts: 
*lv 1885 
W. A.Nevills and Senator 


J. P. Jones owned allthe stock in the 
Ainadot Tunnel Milland Mining Com- 
pany and the Hamilton Gold Mining 
Company. The Tunnel company owned 
the northern 
part of the Mammoth 


mine and the Hamilton company 
the 


southern part. Nevillsand Jones sold 
one half of the stock in both com- 
panies 
to William Fleiuming, John 


Flemmiug 
and D. C. Nichols 
for 


8100,000 in cash, which 
was paid, at 


the time, and $150,000 
additional to 


come out of dividends. 
The property 


was worked after the sale by the tun- 
nel company for nearly three years by 
means of two tunnels and a ten stamp 
millat the upper 
tunnel. 
The lower 


tunnel 
was, driven the fulllength of 


the claim, about 3000 
feet. 
The pro- 


duct of the 
mine during 
the three 


years, 
as 
shown 
by the books, was 


S38,()OO, and the expenses 
$86,000. 
The 


Flemmiugs 
and Nichols, claim that 


they paid their 
share of the deficit, 


and then declined to voluntarily con- 
tribute any more 
money towards ex- 


penses. 
Nevills worked the property 


in a desultory way for two or 
three 


years longer, 
and it was then closed 


down, until a few 
years 
ago 
when 


Nevills leased it to Messrs. Hambrio, 
Emerson and others, 
who 
worked it 


for two or there 
years on a small 


scale. 


The same parties 
owned the Moore 


mine near Jackson, and inJune, 1902, 
the Moore mine was sold by order ot 
the court so that 
the proceeds could 


be divided. John Flemming 
died in 


1887 and D. C. Nichols 
several 
years 


ago, but William Flemming, who has 
a big lumber business in the north- 
west, came out to Jackson and bid in 
opposition 
to Nevills for the Moore 


mine. 
Flemming ran the price up to 


870,000, and Nevills got the property 
by bidding 870,250. There vvaa consid- 
erable feeling between the two men 
at the time, and the next day Nevills 
brought the present suit agaiust Flem- 
ming to reoover the balance of 8150, - 


000 on the ground that Flemming had 
scoured control of the board of direc- 
tors of the companies, 
and prevented 


the mines from being 
worked, and 


among other thiugs alleged that ifthe 
Mammoth mine bad been 
worked it 


would have produced over 8300,000 in 
divideuds, soNevills and Jones would 
have got the balance of 8150,000. 


Nevills, about the time of the suit, 


bought the Nichols interest 
from the 


Borland estate ot Oakland, which had 
acquired it, for 81000. JohnFlemming 
prior to his death assigned 
ui3 inter- 


est to his brother WilliamFlemming, 
so that Nevills and Jones owned two- 
thirds of the stock in both companies 
and William Flemming one third. 


William Flemming 
in bis answer 


denies in toto the charges 
ot Nevills, 


and accuses 
Nevills 
of defrauding 


him, his 
brother and Nichols out of 


the first 8100,000; 
says that Nevills 


represented 
that there was 8300,000 in 


sight in the tunnels, 
when in fact 


there was but a few thousand dollars, 
and that the Mammoth mine is not 
worth the amount Nevills claimed it 
was, to wit, $500,000, and has but a 
nominal ralue; 
and 
by 
cross-com- 


plaint he asks 
to recover the amount 


ot money be claims he has 
been de- 


frauded out of. 


The trialof 
the case began on the 


3d of April,and after many prelimiu- 
ary motions, orders and proceedings, 
and the taking of a large number of 
depositions, 
the 
testimony began on 


May 11th, and has 
continued 
ever 


since. 
Itis said that Nevills' former attor- 


ney, Riordan and Lande, who were in 
the case, withdrew about 
six months 


ago. 
John F. Davis, who was also an 


attorney for Nevills, withdrew from 
the case, and Nevills' present 
attor- 


neys are Samuel M. Shortridge 
and 


Messrs. Carter 
and Rioketts. 
W. J. 


McGee represents 
the defendant Wil- 


liam Flemming. 


A large number 
of witnesses 
have 


testified, including Messrs Caminetti, 
Hambrie, 
Sargent, 
and Williams of 


Jsckpon. 
These witnesses all testified 


to the value of the Mammoth mine 
and 
the work that bad been 
done 


there. It was testified that there was 
a winze sunk from the lower tunnel 
down 45 feet in a ledge all the way 
from 10 to 12 feet 
wide that would 


pay 820 to 830 a ton; that this winze 
was filledto 
the top with waste and 


water, and 
the ground above it was 


badly caved so that it was inacces- 
sible. 


The defendant's 
counsel 
obtained 


an order of court authorizing the de- 
fendant at bis own expense 
to clean 


out this winze. Ihe defendant claims 
that the winze was sunk in practically 
barren ground, and that there are no 
values at the bottom of it. 


The plaintiffs have 
not yet closed 


their case, and it will probably take 
a month for the defendant to put in 
his evidence. 


Among the 
sidelights 
to the suit 


may be mentioned a suit commenced 
by W. .A. Nevills against F. Raun to 
recover the sum of $15,000 for blowing 
up the air compressor 
at the mouth 


of the tunnel some two years ago. The 
Nevills side contend 
that Raun and 


Flemming are interested 
in the loca- 


tion of a claimobstructing the mouth 
of the big tunnel.

note from tbe law framers,

that there is no new legislation in tbe 
codes as amended. 
Tbe ouly substan- 


tialchange is in the omission of tbe 
proviso limiting the section 
589 to 


mining companies whose stock is list- 
ed and publicly offered for sale, aud 
this limitation was left out because 
the same had been declared unconsti- 
tutional by tbe supreme court. 
Be- 


sides leaving out the limiting clause, 
the 
wotds which 
we have inclosed 


withinparentheses 
have been added. 


The 
other changes 
are unimportant 


and consist merely iv the substitution 
of word "must" for "shall" in a 
\u25a1umber of places. 


The stringent law defining 
the du- 


ties of superintendents 
aud 
other 


officials of mining 
companies 
was 


passed at a time when stock gambling 
in the Comstook shares 
was in full 
swing. It was designed to protect the 
public fromthe abuses in connectiou 
with that system ot fleecing the inno- 
cents. 
The 
lawmakers 
iv express 
;words confined the 
operation of the 


most exacting 
section to such com- 
panies 
whose 
shares 
were dealt in 


on the exchange. 
It was never in- 


tended to sweep all uriniug 
corpora- 
• tions within its scope. There are more 


than a hundred 
unlisted companies 


•for every, listed one. 
Take Amador 


oounty for example. 
Only five com- 


panies figure in the quotations on the 
stock board, 
while there are as many 


hundreds 
organized or doing business 


here. 
We have carefully read the de- 


cision of the 
supreme 
court, which 
-mrijuoTea as aeciHrTng^Tne~restFictT6iT, 


of the section to listed companies as 
unconstitutional, and cannot see that 
such conclusion is clearly supported. 
At any rate so long as that limitation 
remained 
a part of trie writtenlaw, 
mining supeiintendeuts 
and

were to some extent protected.

any code revision the intention of the 
lawmakers 
ought to be considered. 


And there can 
be no disputing 
the 


fact that the intent of the legislators 
was to exempt the great mass of min- 
ing corporations 
from the onerous

But neither the intent of the law mak- 
ingbody, nor tbe majority of the cor- 
porations involvedhave been deemed 
paramount in this instance.

correct

the limitation proviso

court, it would seem 


more inaccordance 
with the letter and 
spirit of 
the statute 
as originally 


passed 
to have 
wiped out the main 


section also.

would have left 


tbe bulk of mining corporations where 
they were before the higher court had 
passed upon the pioposition. 
Instead 


of this, tbe limitationclause only has 
been 
sacrificed, 
and 
mining com- 


panies, listed or unlisted, foreign and 
domestic, operating inCalifornia, are 
'subject to be hampered and annoyed 
.by

dissatisfied 
or disgruntled 


stockholder, 
under 
the sanction 
of 


these penal provisions. These corpora- 
tions willno doubt make a concerted 
effort to have the irksome provisions 
repealed by the next legislature.
